Blanchard indulges in the following 
reminiscence of the old-fashioned New 
England cottage and the then existing 
impressions among the NewEnglanders 
concerning the boundless ana unex- 
plored Western wilds: 


There are yet many persons living 


throughout the Northwest, but little 
past middle age, who were bom in the 
old-fashioned Hew England cottage. It 
•toed upon a level sward of green, but 
•canty In extent, among the diversified 
hills and valleys around. Near its side 
door was the well, with its " old oaken 
bucket" suspended from the elevated 
extremity of the well-sweep by means 
of a slender pole cut from the adjacent 
woods. The kitchen was the largest 
and most important room in the house. 
One door Urffrom it directly into a par- 
lor half its size, but this door was sel- 
dom opened except when distinguished 
guests came to occupy the room sacred 
to their entertainment. 
Two other 


doors opened into bedrooms below, and 
a stairway led directly to apartments 
above, used for sleeping rooms or clut- 
ter-lofts. 
The fire-place was large 


enough to accommodate a large baking 
oven, reached through an aperture in 
the jamb on the right hand side, where 
the " rye-Indian " bread and pork and 
beans were baked. 
All provident hus- 


bands kept on hand a stock of fine-split 
dry wood to heat the oven—hence the 
ola familiar couplet: 


You murt he kind, yon must be good. 
An(i keep your wile In oven woou. 
The fuel used for heating the room in 


the winter was a green rock-maple back- 
Ion, I" fr°nt °* which small dry wood, 
laid upon two iron " fire-dogs," burned 
brightly, and in the long winter even- 
ings pine knots were used, that blazed 
with such brilliancy as to send n glaring 
light into the remotest part of the kitch- 
en. By their light a bashful suitor to 
one of the daughters would lose ft few 
games of checkers with her brother, who 
had nothing to distract his attention. 
While this was going on the fair one sits 
nearer the fire, bu*y with her slate-pen- 
cil and arithmetic. 
When nine o'clock

comes all retire but the two lovers; but 
before doing this the father assures tho 
young man by inviting him nearer tho 
fire. 
The invitation is accepted, not 


' without some reserve on tho part of tho 
young man as he draws up to tho fire, and 
consequently nearer the object of his af- 
fections. 
All those old-fashioned ways 


arc changed now, but yet some of the 
cottages aro still standing that have wit- 
nessed them; and let us look into one 
of their garrets and see if we can find 
something to freshen our memories of 
early days. The garret is lighted by 
a six-light window in each gable end, 
fitted with scven-by-nine glass, and by 
their light wo will look for what we 
wish to find. Here are tho treadles of 
tho old loom, that "mother's" feet 
have pressed with measured round as 
she twilled the web she was weaving; 
tho spinning-wheel, and the wooden 
•' finger " with which she turned it into 
a sonorous hum. Hero is the old hand 
reel, two feet long, with a cross-bar on 
each end like a T; Here is the flax- 
wheel and its distaff, with some of tho 
tow still clinging to it. 
Next comes 


tho old "foot 
stove." 
It 
is 
a 


sheet-iron box sot 
in 
a 
wooden 


frame, in which a small shoot-iron dish 
of live coals is placed, on which " moth- 
er's " feet rest while she sits in church 
In the winter, before the introduction of 
stoves. 
Ah! here coinos something 


that would make tho tears channe. 
down the crow-tracks of age, if these 
original tenants of this piece of furniture 
could soo it. It is the old wooden cra- 
dle, from tho sides of which the hands 
of " mother " have worn off the paint 
in hor efforts to rock to sloop hor rol- 
licking babios. It is full of a medley of 
cast-off relics—hand-cards, old newspa- 
pers, old copy-books filled up with 
straight marks, pot-books and curves. 
At the bottom aro tho old school-books; 
among which are Marshall's Sj>elliitg- 
book, the English Reader, the Colum- 
bian Orator, Murray's Grammar, and, 
lastly, Woodbridgo's Geography. 
This 


is what we have been looking for all 
this time, for on it the name " Chicago' 
first made its appearance in our school- 
book literature. 
It was suggestive of reckless adven- 


ture far beyond the restraints of civili- 
zation; a place around which clustered 
Indian tents, ornami-nted with scalps 
hung out to dry as wo boys stretched 
our coon-skins on boards, and he who 
would dare to go there must be a prod- 
iiry of pluck. Beyond this place on our 
school maps interposed a vast plain be- 
tween Lake Michigan and tho Missis- 
sippi River, on winch were names of In- 
dian tribes whoso pronunciation sot our 
stammering tongues at defiance. St. 
Anthony's Tails, Prairie du thien, It. 
Armstrong, on Rock Island, and It. 
Madison, at the Des Momcs Rapids, 
were the okly names on the I pper Mis- 
tiisippi abovo St. Louis, except the in- 
evitable nomenclature of Indian names, 
which were always such a puzzle to us. 


The Mississippi River wa* as far west 
' as our maps of tho United States wont; 


but on the map o« North America the 
immense void between this river and 
the Pacific coast was filled up with largo 
•paces lettered unexplorcil; and on its 
extreme weitern verge was a stiff range 
of mountains, studding the Pacific coast 
like the bold headlands of a river. Hero 
the majestic forces of nature crowned 
toe mountain tops with everlasting 
MOW, 
and wanned the valleys witfi 


perennial spring. Here were tenantloss 
SeZS wrf basins below tide water, 
having no connection with the sea-so 
«uV geographies said. Whatever else 
was there was left to conjecture, and 
Mr ttmid imaginations would point the 
•uhlimest grandeurs of savage life, bask- 
ing in the assurance of a perpetual lease 
among their mysterious and impregna- 
ble fastnesses.

Our fathers, from whoso fancifu 


imagery the wire edge had been taken 
offby the adaptation of ways and means 
to ends, looked more practically upon 
the matter, and saw a glorious future 
spectacle opening before the world in 
the development of this exhaustless 
region of supply, though now beyond 
the limit* of civilization. They beheld 
the vast chain of lakes on tho map ex- 
tending Into the interior of a continent 
almost to the dividing ridge of the Mis- 
alMlppl Valley, with an eye to the use- 
ful. Here unmeasured plains must be 
upturned by the plow, farm houses 
•noted, churches, school-houses and 
n mutt be built, cities laid out, 


the ornamentation which he- 
won to them mutt be introduced.

For an unselfish hospitality? 


For having developed and consecrated 
to friends their best gifts of song or 
conversation? No! but for tho quality 
of dry goods they wore. 
Wo have actually sacrificed an hour 


in looking through these twelve pages 
to soe if we could discover tho name of 
a single woman poet, actor or philan- 
thropist singled out as worthy of men- 
tion because of such fact, but wo fail to 
find one. Even Mrs. Aubrey II. Smith, 
one of the true nobility, is placed on 
record as the lady " who wore an im- 
ported dress, n dross of striped garnet 
and old-gold satin, with a court train of 
black damasso, trimmed with rich 
thread lace." 
In every city tho homes which have 


become true literary centers, the rare 
places where genuine manhood and 
womanhood are recognized despite the 
awkward sotting of plain attire, are 
passed by in contempt in making up a 
social record to show tho progress of 
the last century.

of those ladies a;avii utterance to a bril- 
liant thought, a suggestive repartee, but 
that like a procession of wax figures 
they passed before tho admiring world, 
habited as follows:

Her evening toilets were as fol- 
lows, etc., etc. 
In the Tiamo of womanhood, we pro- 


test, and for the sake of American girl- 
hood, we bog the editors of our repre- 
sentative journals to put a premium 
upon something in the world besides 
dry-goods. 


Not much of a compliment to a beauty 


when the "soul-full eyes" even are sur- 
passed by "a faultlessly artistic toilet of 
black satin, embroidered in rosebuds 
and pansios and sprays of filmy green, 
and a white opera hat, whoso tints of 
color matched the flowers, and evening 
gloves completed a toilet whose beauty 
attracted one like some rare picture." 


So long as women are content to be 


judced only by tho amount of expensive 
dry goods they wear, so long will they 
receive such criticism as tho following, 
which appears in a recent popular book: 
" For is it not, let mo ask you, to take, 
for instance, a man's sublime faculty of 
reasoning and logical comprehension, 
far more wonderful that a reasoning 
man should have tho same parents as a 
woman, than that they should both have 
tho same parents as a monkey?" 
And 


just so iong as our women make no pro- 
test against thus being described and 
valued as so much iace, or so many 
yards of velvet, will thinking men dare 
to address them in the following strain. 
I quote from a recent publication: "In 
a girl, however pretty, what is there to 
interest a man, if ho reads nothing in 
her faco from nujlit to night but that 
she is getting daily more worn and jaded 
in the search for a rich husband P 
Or 


even, to go a step higher, in the un- 
thinking, uncultivated llirt so common 
in every class of society—what is there 
in her that a man will not soon dis- 
cover to bo insipid and wearying? But 
civo her one genuine, ono disinterested 
Taste, and all is changed. 
If I had an 


audience about mo 
of 
young la- 


dies, whom it was 
not 
too late 


to advise—girls 
entering 
on 
the 


world, determined to run tho worldly 
course, and to satisfy all the expecta- 
tions of the most excellent and lowest- 
minded of chaperons, I would say this 
to them: 
I nave no doubt you are all 


ignorant; of course you are all vain. 
That to make a brilliant match is your 
groat object, you all avow. A certain 
sort of flirting, of which tho less said 
tho better, is your most distinguished 
taste. I know all this (I should say), 
and I can't help it; nor do I ask you to 
alter one of these points for the better. 
But this I do ask you to do—try to add 
something else to thorn. 
Try to win 


(or yourselves one taste of a truer and 
deeper sort. 
Study Wordsworth and 


some parts of Shflloy; open out your 
sympathies, by thoir aid, in just one di 
roction. 
Learn to love tho soa and tho 


woods and tho wild flowers, with all 
their infinite changes of scent and color 
and sound, the purple moor, the moun- 
tain stream, the rolling mists, the wild 
smell of the heather. Let those things 
grow to 'haunt you like a passion.' 
. . . and then, by and by, go and 
look in the looking-glass, and study 
your own face. Hasn't some now look, 
child, come into your eyes and given 
them expression, a something they want- 
ed before?"

Aye, more and more, dear girl friends, 


to-day intoxicated, enervated by the 
strange passion for dress, begin to study 
humanity; determine to do some ono 
thing toward making life brighter for 
other people, if it is nothing more than 
amusing a little, restless, disappointed 
child, and get in the habit of sometimes 
studying the old gold and crimson, tho 
lovely rose and dreamy blue, or the 
pearl-tinted gray of God's sunset clouds; 
lift your eyes, just above the shop win- 
daws, and honor the younp woman 
whose conversation is filled with peai Is 
of thought and rubies of wit and dia- 
monds of suggestion, and then shall you 
have filed one claim to a place in the 
record of America's true women. 


Hardships of Winter Quarters In the 


Ute Country. 


Says the Omaha Herald of March 2: 


A graphic picture of the hardships of 
winter quarters in the Ute Country was 
unfolded to a Herabl reporter yesterday 
by an officer who had come through 
from the heart of the hostiles' land. 
" What troops are there in the Ute 


country?" asked the reporter. 
"There are six companies of the 


Seventh infantry lying below Snake 
River, two companies of the Fourth in- 
fantry and three companies of the Fifth 
cavalry at White River, three compa- 
nies of the Fourth infantry at Bear 
River, a battalion of the Fourteenth 
infantry and two companies of the 
Ninth infantry at Snake River." 
" How are they living?" 
"They are wintering in tents and 


dug-outs. They have an abundance of 
rations, but no fresh vegetables, and 
fear an attack of scurvy. This is a very 
generous department, and mind yon we 
do not find fault with it, but it is difficult 
to send supplies down there." 
" And how do the men stand it?" 
•< They are in fair health. 
I believe 


no others on the face of the earth nan 
endure as well as American soldiers. 
They are plucky, intelligent, and havo 
Inventive powers not .surpassed by any 
other people. 
It is a marvel that men 


can stand it. 
There are dead horses, 


mules and cattle lying around liko 
pigeons at a shooting-match, all starved 
and frozen." 
. 
"I understand you were with tho 


frozen wagon train!" 
" I was with that train. 
It started 


from Rawlins to go down to White Riv- 
er, and was caught in tho snow on the 
a;td, 2-lth, 25th and 26th of December. 
No words can convey an idea of the 
horror of that storm. The temperature 
was about thirty above zero, when tho 
wind shifted suddenly to the northeast, 
and tho mercury fell so low that it re- 
fused to mark. The sky was clear for a 
while and a fierce wind blow with a ve- 
locity, I should say, of sixty miles an 
hour. 
If it had boon still we should 


have had five feet of snow on a level. 
Wo halted for the night at Separation 
Crook. The train was divided, part of 
the wagons being left there with the 
wheel rnulos, and tho teams being 
doubled up to put ten mules on a six- 
mule load. 
The wagons in advance 


only made two and a halt miles in six 
hours. After the halt the drivers of tho 
wagons in advance—citizen teamsters— 


riches thrust upon them, but Mr. Snow 
has drifted through air and snow, right 
slap up against» pile-of richness that 
would make old Rothschild's keen eyea 
turn green with envy .—Sonora (Cal.)

with many men and women incurable, 
and with some gravely affects the course 
of their lives. We have known at least 
ono man and two women with whom 
such an expectation altered decidedly 
their own conception of their own posi- 
tion in the world. 
It does not, how^ 


ever, often do them harm, and it proba- 
bly indicates a buoyancy of tempera- 
ment and tendency toward hope which 
are antiseptics; but it is odd to notice, 
if you aro curious about the nooks and 
corners of the human mind, how little 
tho idea is affected 
by probabili- 


ties or experience, or even sober, 
realistic judgment. The man may bo 
perfectly well aware that ho has not a 
rich 
relative 
in 
the world, that 


ho has no property with possibilities, 
and that he shall never speculate, and 
may be convinced that he has to depend 
upon his earnings or upon his means; 
and still there will linger in his miiul a 
fancy, not Macawberish, but just as 
vague as Micawber's, that somehow 
something may happen and his wind- 
fall rnav arrive, and he will read a 
story, such as Charles Dickens delighted 
to put in Household Wont*, of such a 
windfall happening, with a sort of per- 
sonal pleasure. Actual experience will 
not encourage him much, for windfalls, 
properly so called, arc very rare. Prop- 
erties 
aro sometimes unexpectedly 


large, and sometimes full to very distant 
relatives, but tho writer can recall but 
one verified instance -of the windfall, 
true, pure and simple.—Spectator.

The Human Ear. 


Imagine two harps in a room, with 


tho same number of strings, and each 
string perfectly attuned to a correspond- 
ing string in tno other. Touch a string 
in ono, and the corresponding string in 
the other will give out the same sound. 
Try another string, and its correspond- 
ing tone will bo sounded. So with all 
tho strings. It would not matter how 
you played tho ono harp, the other 
would respond. No doubt the response 
would bo weaker. That is what one 
would expect; but the response, as re- 
gards pitch and quality, would bo al- 
most perfect. Now substitute for ono 
harp a human car, and the conditions 
would, according to theory, bo the same, 
except that the responsive mechanism 
of the ear is much smaller than that of 
the responsive harp. In tho ear there 
aro minute chords, rods, or something, 
in such a state of tension as to lie tuned 
to tones of various pitch; sound a tone, 
its corresponding rod or cord in the car 
will respond, perhaps feebly, but still 
with energy sufficient to excite tho 
nerve-filament connected with it; the. 
result is a nervous current to the brain, 
and a sensation of n tono of a particu- 
lar pitch.—tlonil Wonls. 


Fattening Bride*. 


—Coffee: Get good coffee, andfrthen 


see it ground, or have it ground in your 
own house, that you may be sure that it 
is not half chicory; then measure two 
cups into a bowl, into which break a 
fresh egg, putting in the shell also; then 
add a little cold water, just enough to 
enable you to stir it to a stiff paste; put 
in a common tin coffee-pot; add about 
three pints of boiling water, and cover 
Tory closoly that the aroma may not es- 
cape; boil quickly, from five to ten min- 
utes. If you want black coffee, put less 
boiling water, ficald your silver coffee- 
pot, and have a thin strainer of muslin 
on to keep tho lumps from going in, it 
will be clear as crystal, and fit for a 
King to drink. If you can not nfford to 
use an egg every morning, take the skin 
from a salt codfish, wash and wipe it 
thoroughly, and cut into pieces an inch 
and a half square, and put one piece in- 
to the bowl with cold water as above, 
and you will hardly know the difference. 
If too strong add more water.

Suet 
rampant advocates are the most intern 
perate of the intemperate gang, nut 
defeat the ultimate triumphs of the 
goad cause.
